essary for the motormen who are to 
run th«*m to he thoroughly drilled in 


the intricacies of their operation, as 
the equipment is 
entirely 
different 
from the cars now in use. 


The new cars are air controlled en­ 


tirely and their operation 
is 
some­ 
thing that must be mastered before 
they can be placed in charge of men 
unfam iliar with their workings. There­ 
fore a school has 
been 
established 


under the direction of an expert from 
the Westinghouse company, and, one 
by one, the traction company men are 
taking lessons. 
The cars weigh about I 
15,500 pounds, a little more than halt 
as 
much 
as 
those 
now 
in 
service. 
They 
are 
built 
almost 
entirely 
of 
steel 
and 
arc 


equipped with all tfie latest devices 
for safety and perfect service. 
W hih 
they are of (nurse run by electricity, 


after the current is once turned on, 
air controls their entire action. 
They 
are stopped by air. 
T ile doors are 
opened and shut by air. 
The steps 


lowered and raised by air, and i n 
c h s * 
of an emergency air bring1 them to 
an instantly standstill, 
re leases 
all 
the doors, lowers tin* steps and makes 
for full protection of those who may 
be riding in them. 
The latter device 
is called the “ dead m an’s control” and 
goes into operation whenever the mo­ 
torm an’* hand leaves the lever when I 
the current is turned on.

Mr. Kellogg is chairman of the spe­ 
cial standing committee of the Amer­ 
ican Newspaper Publishers* Associa­ 
tion. 
The increased price of white 
paper has put heavy financial burdens 
on the publishers, Mr. Kellogg said, 
and to meet those new conditions 
many papers have been compelled to 
reduce their circulations and size of 
papers. 
“In the last year there have been 
improvements in general business in 
many localities, but that prosperity, 
as we know, has come almost, if not 
altogether, from orders for war sup­ 
plies,” Mr. Kellogg continued. 
As far 
as newspapers are concerned, such 
increases as they have had in busi 
ness are very much more than offset 
by the enormous cost of obtaining 
war news, and the advance in prices 
of all supplies, the most important A»f 
which is white paper. 
Referring to 
that, a very widely known publisher 
say s: 
“As the situation looks at present it 
will be impossible for more than a 
few of the 22,000 papers in the United 
States to make a dollar if paper goes 
to where it looks as if it would go. 
“One newspaper was forced several 
months ago to reduce ihe size of its 
daily two pages and its Sunday issu 1 
twenty pages, because of inability to 
obtain sufficient paper, and another 
large newspaper arbitrarily rt'duco. 
its Sunday circulation 10,000 copies 
Daily newspapers in 
Greater 
New 
York recently took action which will 
result in the reduction of 120 pages a 
week in their issues. T hat will make 
a saving of 200 tons a week. 
“Under those circumstances it b * 
hooves members of your union to re 
frail! from pressing demands for in 
creases in wages w’hich will add ad 
ditional burdens to those under whi'-n 
newspaper publishers are now stag 
gering.”

Berlin, Aug. 15.—The new differen* 


ial tariff which has been adopted in j 


Turkey is meeting with much criti-J 
cism from Turkish economists them-j 
selves, according to the German Ori J 
ental Correspondence Bureau. The in-1 
crease in the duty on sugar to 30 to 
IO per cent ad valorem, with the in­ 
tention of fostering sugar beet culti­ 
vation, for instance, is 
declared 
to 
have been a mistake, as the prevailing 
dryness of the climate makes Turkish 
soil ill adapted to growing sugar beets 
and the result of the duty therefore 
will be merely to increase the price 
of sugar. 
Similar criticism is made against 
Lilies of 20 to 60 per cent ad valorem 
»n maize, barley, wheat and rice. The 
critics say the soil and climate of Tur­ 
key are better adapted for growing 
far more valuable crops, and especi­ 
ally cotton, than the grains named. 
The result of the high duties, they say, 
will be that cotton and other valuable 
products will be neglected in favor of 
products of less value and even the 
iatter will be of poor quality. 
Industrial circles are also inclined 
to criticise the duties on many manu­ 
factured articles as too low*. 
These 
articles, they say, can be made in 
Turkey as well and as 
cheaply 
as 
elsewhere, but the infant industries 
now' existing need encouragement.

An Actual Layout of Farm Buildings Designed to Meet Certain Definite Op­ 
erations and Conditions on a Particular Farm. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Th# necessity of arranging tho build­ 
ings of a farm with reference to each 
o ther and to the fields so as to avoid 
w aste motion and loss of tim e in 
handling products, is pointed out bv 
E. B. McCormick, chief of the division 
of rural engineering, office of public 
roads and rural engineering in an ar­ 
ticle in the 1915 "Yearbook of the 
United States D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture.” 
On this subject Mr. McCor­ 
mick says in part: 
"The modern m anufacturing plant is 
so located, arranged and constructed 
that the particular product it m anufac­ 
tures progresses from the raw- m ate­ 
rial on through the different opera­ 
tions in a regular order. 
T here is no 
doubling back upon itself during %its 
progress, and every effort is m ade to 
secure convenience and rapidity in the 
process. 
No two plants, however, will 
be exactly alike, even though m anu­ 
facturing the sam e product, because 
the factors of site, switching facilities, 
locality, nature of labor available, and 
source of power all enter in to modify 
the general design. 
It is possible in 
the case of every farm er so to locate 
the fields, roads, barns, sheds, houses, j 
etc., that the operations on that farm 
will he performed with the maximum 
efficiency and with the least loss of 
motion. 
The differences in arrange­ 
m ent and layout between two farm s 
turning out approxim ately the same 
product are likely to vary evon more 
than In the case of two factories be­ 
c a u s e of the wider probable range in 


set aside that will give a convenient 
location for additional buildings to 
house any of the activities of the 
farm. 
"(9) The buildings m ost necessary 
of access from the kitchen are located 
close to it in convenient order and 
connected by a protected passage. At 
the sam e time they may readily be 
reached from the other parts of the 
farm.”

of a house easily accessible to the 
m ain highway. 
The house being on 
the east side of a north and-south 
highway, the interior arrangem ent Is 
so planned that the disadvantage of a 
western exposure is overcome, and 
the effect of a southern exposure is 
aectired. This house is well separated 
from the other farm buildings, but 
commands a view of all of them and is 
not so far away as to render tho pass­ 
ing back and forth unnecessarily ard u ­ 
ous. 
"A few of the points that are brought 
out by an inspection of this plan are 
” (1) Vehicles and im plem ents com­ 
ing from the road go direct to the 
sheds without passing close to the 
house or other buildings, except the 
horse barn.

or where other obstructions cause 
lays on account of the plows, each 
plow draw n by a large tractor will 
cover much less ground in a day than 
one draw n by a small outfit, because 
the delays will naturally be in propor­ 
tion to the num ber of plow’s pulled. A 
delay on account of one plow on a two- 
plow outfit stops only one other plow. 
while on a ten-plow rig. for example 
it stops nine other plow’s. 
To illus 
trate, supposing a man operating a 
two-plow trac to r was compelled to 
stop ten tim es during a day for each 
plow’, in order to clear it of trash, and 
spent th ree m inutes each time (which 
would not be unusual); the loss of 
tim e during the day would amount to 
a half-hour for each plow, or one hour 
total loss.

From Drowning By Cofferdam.

Berlin, Aug. 
15.—The 
government 
has transm itted to the Reichstag a re­ 
port in regard to the Baralong, mem­ 
bers of whose crew are reported to 
have killed Germans from a. submarine 
sunk by the British a year ago. 
The final report, according to a 
statement, given out today by the Over­ 
seas agency, says: 
“Of course the government has de­ 
clined to respond to the crimes com­ 
mitted by the British seaman by e a r n ­ 
ing out similar reprisals, for instance, 
the shooting of British prisoners of 
war. 
German airships will convince 
the British people Germany has the 
means of preventing the cruelties of 
the Baralong.” 
The German reply points out that 
formally particular consideration was 
given in employing Zeppelins for mil­ 
itary purposes to the civilian popula­ 
tion, although there was unavoidable 
danger to the civilians. 
The govern­ 
m ent’s purpose is said to be: 
“Air­ 
ships will he used against England 
within the limit of the law of nations, 
without any other regard. 
Every air­ 
ship that throws bombs on london 
or other towns that

ments of a military character, will 
make them rem em ber the Baralong 
incidents.”
